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Two charged with murder 
after caravan park death 



POLICE have charged two men in connec¬ 
tion with the death of 50-year-old Wilfred 
Isaacs in Ilton, following an incident at 
Chubbards Cross caravan site last Thursday 
night. 

Charlie Broadway, 23, and William ‘Billy’ Broad¬ 
way, 18, both from Ilton, were jointly charged with 
murder, attempted murder and possessing a firearm 
with intent to endanger life on Sunday. 

The pair appeared at Taunton Magistrates’ Court 
yesterday. Neither entered a plea, speaking only to 
confirm their names, date of births and addresses. 

They were originally scheduled to attend Yeovil 
Magistrates’ Court but their hearing was moved to 
Taunton after a crash on the M5 caused them to be de¬ 
layed in heavy traffic. 

They were remanded in custody and will appear at 
Bristol Crown Court today (Tuesday, May 10th) for a 
plea and case management hearing. 

A second man, in his twenties, was also hurt in the

incident resulting in non life-threatening injuries. 

Bonnie Broadway, 29, from Ilton, was charged with 
assisting an offender early yesterday morning. 

Police arrested a total of seven people in connection 
with the incident and the other four currently remain 
in custody. 

The manhunt following the Chubbards Cross death 
made national headlines. 

Head of Avon and Somerset Constabulary’s Major 
Crime Investigation Team, Detective Superintendent 
Andy Bevan, said on Sunday: “This has been a fast- 
paced and wide-ranging investigation and I would 
like to again thank the local communities affected for 
their patience and support. 

“We will continue to have a visible police presence 
at Chubbards Cross caravan site as this ongoing, com¬ 
plex investigation continues. 


“A vast amount of 
work is still taking place 
at the scene as our metic¬ 
ulous forensic examina¬ 
tion develops. We 
anticipate this site will 
remain closed for the 
next few days as these 
enquiries progress. 

“Our thoughts remain 
with Wilfred’s family 
and specially trained 
Family Liaison Officers 
continue to support them 
through this difficult 
time.

From the editor's chair 

Our common goals in promoting area 



LAST week I wrote about the challenges that 
face the traditional chamber of commerce in 
Pulman’s Country, stressing the importance of 
the trading community having a strong voice in 
local affairs but hampered by the difficulty of 
getting hard-pressed traders to commit them¬ 
selves.

EAST DEVON 

Newly elected PCC 
could face police 
investigation 

THE newly elected Devon and Cornwall Police 
and Crime Commissioner, Alison Hernandez, has 
been plunged into controversy just days after 
topping the poll. 

Ms Hernandez may be involved in a police in¬ 
vestigation after claims that party election ex¬ 
penses rules were broken last year. 

As the agent for Kevin Foster, the successful 
Conservative candidate for Torbay MP at the 2015 
General Election last May, Ms Hernandez is re¬ 
sponsible if his expenses claim is wrong. 

Channel 4 broke the news, saying police are in¬ 
vestigating several constituency expenses 
claims as part of a national row over whether 
local constituencies or 
the national party 
should have paid for 
certain election ex¬ 
penses, including the 
use of the party's ‘big 
blue battle bus' in cer¬ 
tain target seats. 

It is a criminal offence 
to exceed election ex¬ 
pense limits and mak¬ 
ing a false spending 
declaration carries a 
punishment of up to a 
year in prison and/or 
an unlimited fine. 

Ms Hernandez has 
said that she had not 
been personally noti¬ 
fied by the police of 
any investigation. 

She added: “I stand 
ready to assist with 
any enquiries that the 
police or any other 
agency wish to make. 

“At my request the 
chief executive has put 
in place arrangements 
that I will have no con¬ 
tact with the Chief 
Constable or any offi¬ 
cer from Devon and 
Cornwall in relation to 
this matter." 


HONITON 
Senior Voice call 
meeting on post 
office move 

HONITON Senior Voice (HSV) has confirmed it 
will stage a public meeting to discuss the pro¬ 
posed move of Honiton Post Office. 

WH Smith has been chosen as the preferred 
destination when Honiton's Crown Post Office is 
closed down, and a public consultation exercise 
is under way.

Plans for new homes rejected 


PLANS to build 72 homes off of Crewkerne Road in 
Chard were last week rejected by South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

The council’s Area West committee met at the Guild¬ 
hall in Chard on Wednesday, April 20th where they dis¬ 
cussed the planning application put forward by Paul 
Hoffmann. 

Councillor Dave Bulmer, who represents the area, had 
asked for the application to be discussed by the council 
because of the implications it might have on the future 
development and expansion of key Chard employer Nu- 
matic International. 

A report said that officials at Numatic - the manufac¬ 
turers of the famous Henry vacuum cleaner - had 
strongly opposed the application because of the close 
proximity of the earmarked development site to its own 
premises. 

“Councillors will note that Numatic have written to the 
council to express their objections to this scheme and to 
the possible noise complaints that may be made by future 
residents,” said the council report. 

But planning officials had told councillors that they did 
not think that the noise from Numatic would cause a 
“significant adverse effect” for potential residents. 

The report added: “It is fully appreciated that the rela¬ 
tionship between Numatic and the proposed residential 
development is sensitive. The applicant has undertaken 
a number of noise assessments at the request of the coun¬ 
cil’s officers in order to provide the clearest picture pos¬ 
sible as to the likely noise impacts of the development 
on future occupiers. 

“While it is not possible to have a picture of what may 
happen in regard to operating practices and possible 


noise implications in the longer term, the current avail¬ 
able evidence would suggest it is not considered that 
there will be significant adverse effect on residential 
amenity that warrants a refusal of the application on 
noise grounds.” 

Although planning officials had recommended that the 
council give the application planning permission, coun¬ 
cillors were not in agreement. 

There was concern that if the housing development 
went ahead it could pose a significant problem to the fu¬ 
ture growth and success of Numatic, a key employer for 
Chard. 

A spokesman for the council’s economic development 
team said: “Enabling Numatic to react to the world mar¬ 
ket and expand in Chard is a high economic development 
priority for South Somerset District Council. 

“Numatic currently employs just under 1,000 people 
and has a significant positive economic and social impact 
on Chard and the wider district. 

“It would be devastating to Chard and the wider district 
if Numatic determined the current site was unable to ac¬ 
commodate any future expansion plans. 

“Numatic’s main concern about the proposed develop¬ 
ment would be the building houses immediately adjacent 
to the factory and the potential for creating a noise nui¬ 
sance. Approving the building of houses on the land is 
likely to hinder Numatic’s development and expansion 
plans on that section of their site.” 

Councillors voted against the application because of 
the potential noise implications, the adverse harm it 
could have on Numatic International’s future develop¬ 
ment and because the housing plans did not include a 
play area for the under-fives. 


Sue Mountstevens retains seat as 
Police and Crime Commissioner 


INDEPENDENT candidate Sue Mountstevens retained 
her position as the Police and Crime Commissioner for 
Avon and Somerset. 

But it took two counts last Friday before her victory 
was confirmed. 

No candidate achieved an outright majority, so the two 
candidates with the highest number of votes cast - Sue 
Mountstevens and Kerry Barker (Labour) - went forward 
to stage two of the count. 

Sue Mountstevens was declared the victor after second 
preference votes were taken into account with a total of 
118,547 votes. 

She said: “Thank you to the residents of Avon and Som¬ 
erset who once again chose me as your Police and Crime 
Commissioner, we will keep politics out of policing for 
another four years. 

“Together with Chief Constable Andy Marsh we will 
fight crime, prevent crime and work with all our commu¬ 
nities to continue to make Avon and Somerset a safe place 
to live and work. 

"I will be the voice of residents and victims and con¬ 
tinue to do all I can to tackle and prevent crimes against 
the most vulnerable in society particularly child sexual 
exploitation and abuse. 

“I will continue to be independent, honest and transpar¬ 
ent and fulfil the role without fear or favour - and that’s 
my promise.” 

Chief Constable Andy Marsh said: “I would like to per¬ 
sonally congratulate Sue on being re-elected and I look 
forward to working with her once again. 

“We have only worked together for a short time but I 
know that she is passionate about serving residents, im¬ 
proving services for victims and driving improvements 
in the constabulary.

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‘Space seeds’ at Chard School 



CHARD School pupils planted rocket seeds as part of a nationwide research 
project with astronaut Tim Peake to see how gravity affects seeds. 

In September, 2kg of rocket seeds were flown to the International Space 
Station on Soyuz 44S where they spent several months in microgravity be¬ 
fore returning to Earth in March 2016. 

The “space seeds" were planted alongside seeds that haven't been to 
space and will be monitored over the coming weeks. 

A Chard School spokesperson said: 1 ‘Pupils won't know which were which 
until all results have been collected and analysed. 

“The experiment allows pupils to embark on a voyage of discovery to see 
what growing plants in space can teach us about life on Earth and whether 
we can sustain human life in space through the production of our own food. 

“Chard School will be invited to input their results into a national online 
database so that results can be compared across all schools in the UK. 

“The project is aimed at inspiring pupils to think 
scientifically and helping them to see the poten¬ 
tial of future careers in STEM (science, technol¬ 
ogy, engineering, maths) and horticulture."

YOUNG cadets from the Ilminster area were in¬ 
terviewed by members of the local branch of 
the Royal British Legion in a bid to win the Jack 
Sandy Shield of Excellence.

The runner-up candidates were Sgt Daniel 
Craven and Cdt Jemma Kew, both of the Army 
Cadet Forces, and Sgt Nicholas Parkinson, of 
theATC. 

The presentation of the shield and certificates 
as well as a cheque for £50 to the winner's unit 
were made on Wednesday, April 27th in the 
Minster Rooms, Ilminster. 

Jack Sandy was born in 1919 and joined the 
Somerset Light Infantry at the start of the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

After being demobbed he found he missed 
the comradeship of his Army friends and so 


joined the Royal British Legion. He was branch 
chairman for many years and was presented 
with the highest award given by the Legion, 
the Gold Badge, for loyal service. 

Mr Sandy stood down as chairman in 1993 
and took up the office of president, which he 
held until his death in November 1996. 

He was known locally as “Mr British Legion" 
and was much admired and respected by all. 

The award has been presented every year 
since Mr Sandy's death and is seen as a fitting 
memorial to a man who gave a great deal of his 
time to both the Ilminster branch of the Royal 
British Legion and the youth of the town.

New affordable homes open 
in former Working Men’s Club 


FIVE new, affordable rental apartments for local peo¬ 
ple have been officially opened in the old landmark 
Working Men’s Club in Chard town centre. 

Members of the community, South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council and other guests, joined the affordable 
housing provider Stonewater to mark the event with 
a ribbon-cutting ceremony. 

The derelict 19th century building in Fore Street, 
which had been deteriorating for several years, has 
been transformed into one two-bedroom and four one- 
bedroom apartments for affordable rent. 

Stonewater has carried out the conversion of the old 
building in partnership with South Somerset District 
Council and construction partners Titan Group. 

The iconic frontage of the Victorian former club has 
been carefully restored and its interior completely re¬ 
furbished and renovated. 

Hallways in the building have been decorated with 
old photographs of the building and the high street 
that were provided by Chard Museum, printed on 
large acoustic panels. 

Stonewater has also donated the club’s old signage 
and flagpole to the museum to preserve the original 
history of the building. 

The new apartments’ prime location means that res¬ 
idents have local shops on their doorstep and views 
of other town landmarks including the Grade I listed, 
11th century Church of St Mary the Virgin. 

“This conversion is a great example of how redun¬ 
dant buildings in our rural town centres can be trans¬ 
formed into vibrant and affordable places for local 
people to live,” said Richard Stevenson, Stonewater’s 
executive director of development. 

“Not only do they help to address the shortage of af¬ 
fordable housing in the community, but they also help 
regenerate and breathe new life into the high street, 
boosting local trade, services and businesses.” 

A further four houses are due to be built at the rear 
of the building which will provide more affordable

housing in the town centre. 

Stonewater’s conversion of the Work¬ 
ing Men’s Club follows its recent com¬ 
pletion of 56 homes for affordable rent 
and shared ownership in Great Western 
Road, and ten new homes for afford¬ 
able rent in Millfield, Chard. 

Stonewater currently owns and man¬ 
ages around 900 properties in South 
Somerset with approximately 100 
under development. 

There are currently 269 new afford¬ 
able homes in the pipeline to be built in 
South Somerset. 

“There was a growing disbelief in 
Chard that we would ever see this im¬ 
portant building renovated as the years 
passed and this decaying eyesore 
blighted the main approach to the town. 
Stonewater rose to that challenge and 


now the transformation is complete,” 
said Councillor Ric Pallister, leader of 
South Somerset District Council. 

“Not only has the project made a 
major contribution to the regeneration 
of the High Street, it has created some 
stunning, unusual and much needed 
apartments close to the town centre and 
major employers. 

“From the inside those apartments I 
have got the immediate, ‘I could live 
here’ feel and I am immensely proud of 
what Stonewater, working in partner¬ 
ship with the Council has achieved.” 

Completed as part of the Empty 
Homes Programme, the renovation was 
financed by grant funding from the 
Homes and Communities Agency and 
South Somerset District Council.

Get Cape. Wear Cape. Drop Cape. 

Become Recreations. 


FOR TEN YEARS, Sam Duckworth served as 
a generation’s acousti-pop pied-piper as Get 
Cape Wear Cape Fly. It was an alias that served 
the Southend native well, taking him every¬ 
where from major-label chart-raiding to the 
frontlines of activism, to live music grassroots 
and, at one point, a guest spot on Hollyoaks. 

But all things must pass, and on September 
12, 2014, Sam slashed the Cape, sending his 
alter-ego plummeting to his death on the floor 
of London’s Kentish Town Forum while he 
played a triumphant farewell show and released 
the final Get Cape album, London Royal. 

Like with most of life’s biggest decisions, the 
reasons were both trivial and profound. At the 
age of 30, he was feeling increasingly awkward 
going round telling people he was named after 
a Batman headline in Retro Gamer magazine. 

“I decided to kill off the Get Cape thing be¬ 
cause I just knew I needed a change. After ten 
years, everybody else I knew was able to move 
away from their uni lives and move away from 
their teens and I was kind of still wearing it, 
and it was uncomfortable. You pick up little 
bits of baggage throughout life. I’m also into 
the idea that the best way to start anything new, 
is to completely radically shift everything and 
then rebuild it.” 

Now, Sam is back as Recreations, cheerfully 
admitting the new moniker Recreations is 
down to nothing more profound than a deep- 
seated affection for big-hearted US sitcom 
Parks and Recreation. For his rebirth, Sam 
presents ‘Baby Boomers 2’; a self-produced 
collection full of wide-eyed, big-dreaming, 
conscientious pop songs that are undeniably 
/him/, but delivered with looser funk, crisper 
electronics and notably less tubs to thump on. 
In more ways than one, it sees Duckworth get 
his groove back. 

Baby Boomers 2 though, is still keenly con¬ 
cerned with contemporary society. Bookending 
the record are two songs that will be most fa¬ 
miliar with Get Cape fans in sound (gentle 
acoustic guitar) and vision, tackling broadly the 
same themes. ‘Zones 9 and 10’ documents the 
exodus from London by a generation priced out 
of the capital, while ‘Lifestyle Concept Store’ 
laments the consequences of that for the cre¬ 
ative community, mourning beloved nights and 
venues like the Metro and Plastic People. Yet 
'Baby Boomers 2’ is not a record about oli¬ 
garchs and property prices, but something more 
fundamental. 

“I believe there’s a lost generation, that peo¬ 
ple of my age have been completely forgotten 
about,” Sam explains. “Everyone’s talking 
about millennials, so you’ve got the baby 
boomers and the millennials, but there’s a big 
20-year gap that nobody really wants to talk 
about.” 

Most definitions of a millennial - somebody 
born between 1980 and 2000 - places Sam 
firmly within the definitions of that particular 
buzzworld, but he doesn’t see it like that at all. 

“I don’t thi nk that should be the line, I think 
that’s the problem. The problem is that technol¬ 



ogy or the internet, particularly the social element 
of it, happened to me post-puberty. To me, I draw 
the line as: did you get a smartphone or a social 
media account pre or post-puberty? Because if 
you get it after that then I don’t think you have 
the same relationship in terms of how it fulfils 
your emotional needs And that isn’t me.” 

Privately there was even more going on. At 
the start of 2012, Sam faced the challenge of 
his life. A visit to Africa saw him contract 
Schistosomiasis (Bilharzia), an infection 
caused by a parasitic worm. But when this was 
missed twice by tests, a collapse in the studio 
and a biopsy on his bladder saw him warned to 
‘expect the worst’ over fears about an aggres¬ 
sive cancer. As he candidly admits, this is “the 
first record that I sat down to make after I 
thought I was going to die. And so, I haven’t 
really got anything to say, other than I’m a little 
bit confused. My mindset didn’t shift, but cer¬ 
tain things solidified and certain things became 
absurd to me that weren’t absurd before.” 

“What it really did was solidify what has al¬ 
ways driven me ...a lot of people feel like life 
is a waste of time and doesn’t really have a di¬ 
rection, because a lot of people don’t feel like 
they have any ownership over the future. So it’s 
a different kind of politics. There’s a powerless¬ 
ness which I believe is growing again. I’m of 
the belief that if people start to believe how 
much power they have, the things that they can 
do, regardless of whether it’s political, but just 
in terms of the enjoyment they can find in life, 
or the things they can express or the way they 
can live. It’s just a mindset shift. So I want to 
make a record where it’s like; the reality of life 
is hard, and there’s this idea that everybody’s 
opinions are lost in this digital ghetto of people 


echoing opinions. But that should be enough to 
realise that there’s a consensus and it can actu¬ 
ally go somewhere. I think what’s happened is 
a lot of smart people I know have got choked 
under the weight of feeling negative and pow¬ 
erless and have forgotten that actually you 
don’t have to just accept. It might take a radical 
change in your life, but if things need to be dif¬ 
ferent, they can be. That’s the joy of being 
human.” 

Joy is something he was at great pains to in¬ 
fuse ‘Baby Boomers 2’ with. So while ‘Red 
Spex’ encapsulates the generation-maybe de¬ 
sign for life he just explained, it does so in an 
irresistible riot of bontempi boing-pop. ‘Out¬ 
door Type’ tackles third-life disillusionment 
over taut white funk. The gentle ‘In Good 
Time’ uses the activist background as a canvas 
for probably the closest he’s ever got to a 
straightforward tender love song, and it’s no 
exaggeration to call ‘Pipe Down’ an out-and- 
out house banger. There’s more than one way 
to read that title; on ‘Baby Boomers 2’, ro¬ 
mance, ideology and pop come together as 
never before in his catalogue. 

“I spent years trying to find the sound and re¬ 
alised that I probably had it all along. I was just 
confusing it by looking for something else. It 
was about making all the things I love about 
music, and all the influences I have work to¬ 
gether at once. I wrote a lot of songs to get here. 
There’s politics in it and there’s emotion in it, 
but at the same time it needs a groove... and it 
needs to be fun.”

Also included with the mid-level version are 
the Uconnect LIVE services, which combines 
with a smartphone app (available via App Store 
or Google Play) to offer music streaming with

monitoring vehicle performance, efficiency and 
maintenance status with eco:Drive and my:Car. 

Key options for this trim level include a satel¬ 
lite navigation upgrade (just £250), reversing 
camera (£300) and Comfort Pack (climate 
control, driver's side lumbar adjustment and 
rear arm rest). Two Safety Packs are available, 
with Safety Pack B offering a speed limiter and 
Automatic Emergency Braking (AEB) for £250 
and Safety Pack A adding adaptive cruise con¬ 
trol (ACC) in addition to the speed limiter and 
AEB for £500. Safety Pack A is not available 
with the entry trim level or 1.4-litre engine. 

The top trim level, which is priced just £1,000 
above the equivalent mid-level version, builds 
on the specification of the mid-range Tipo but 
adds satellite navigation with TomTom LIVE 
services including HD Traffic, climate control, 
17-inch alloy wheels, automatic lights and 
wipers, rear view camera, driver's side lumbar 
support and a chrome pack all as standard. 
Key options include leather upholstery with 
heated seats (£750) and Safety Packs A 
(£500) and B (£250). 

The engine range comprises five engines in 
total. There are three petrol engines, a 1.4-litre 
16v producing 95hp and 127Nm, a 1.4 T-Jet 
turbo petrol with 120hp and 206Nm and the 
1.6-litre e-TorQ engine producing llOhp and 
152Nm (combined exclusively to a six-speed, 
torque converter automatic transmission) and 
two turbo diesel engines - a 1.3-litre MultiJet 
II producing 95hp and 200Nm and a 1.6-litre 
MultiJet II with an output of 120hp and 320Nm. 

The entry-level 1.4-litre 16v FIRE delivers 
95hp at 6,000 rpm and 127Nm at 4,500 rpm 
and is equipped with a six-speed manual 
gearbox as standard. It is capable of acceler¬ 
ating the FIAT Tipo hatchback from a standstill 
to 62mph (lOOkm/h) in 12.1 seconds (12.3 for 
the Station Wagon) and on to a top speed of 


115mph (both body styles). The official com¬ 
bined cycle fuel economy figure is 49.6mpg for 
both body styles and their C02 emissions are 
both 132g/km. Prices for the 1.4 hatchback 
start at £12,995 and prices for the Station 
Wagon start at £13,995, just £1,000 more 
than its hatchback equivalent. 

TTie 1.4-litre T-Jet (turbo petrol) engine de¬ 
velops 120hp at 5,000rpm and 215Nm from 
just 2,500rpm and again it is combined with a 
six-speed manual gearbox as standard. TTie 0- 
62mph dash is dispatched in a lively 9.6 sec¬ 
onds (9.8 seconds for the SW) and top speed 
for both body styles is 124mph. Official com¬ 
bined cycle fuel economy figures (47.1mpg) 
and C02 emissions (139g/km) are also the 
same for both body styles. Prices for the 1.4 T- 
Jet start at just £14,995 (mid-level hatchback). 

For customers seeking an automatic petrol 
car, the 1.6-litre E-torQ petrol engine has been 
combined exclusively with a torque-converter 
six-speed automatic transmission for smooth 
shifting, minimal maintenance and greater re¬ 
finement. Producing llOhp at 5,500rpm and 
152Nm of torque at 4,500rpm, it can acceler¬ 
ate the FIAT Tipo from 0-62mph in just 11.5 
seconds (11.7 seconds for the SW) and on to a 
top speed of 119mph (both body styles). An 
official combined cycle economy figure of 
44.8mpg and emissions of 147g/km applies to 
both body styles. 

The 1.3-litre MultiJet II 95hp engine com¬ 
bines strong performance with extremely low 
running costs, thanks to its variable geometry 
turbo charger and third-generation Common 
Rail MultiJet II injection system. It is equipped 
with a five-speed manual gearbox and Start 
& Stop as standard, and develops 95hp at 
3,750rpm and 200Nm from 1,500 rpm. It is ca¬ 
pable of accelerating from 0-62mph in 12.0 
seconds (12.3 in the SW) and top 


combined cycle fuel economy figure is 
76.3mpg and C02 emission are 99g/km for 
both hatchback and Station Wagon. Prices for 
the 1.3-litre MultiJet II 95hp start at just 
£14,995 (entry-level hatchback). 

The top diesel engine in the range is the 1.6 
MultiJet II 120hp unit and in the Tipo it is com¬ 
bined with a six-speed manual gearbox or 
FIAT'S new DDCT six-speed dual clutch auto¬ 
matic transmission. It produces 120hp at 
3,750rpm and 320Nm at 1,750rpm and the 
manual model is capable of accelerating to 
62mph from a rest in 9.8 seconds (10.1 in the 
SW), while the top speed, official combined 
cycle fuel consumption figure and C02 emis¬ 
sions are the same for both bodies - 124mph, 
76.3mpg and 98g/km respectively. Full per¬ 
formance and economy figures for the DDCT 
will be announced shortly. 

The FIAT Tipo was designed in Italy by the 
FIAT Style Centre, developed in Turkey to¬ 
gether with Tofa§ R&D, one of FCA's largest 
research and development centres, and made 
in the Tofa§ plant in Bursa - one of the world's 
best automotive factories, which has received 
a World Class Manufacturing Gold Medal. 

Since its world premiere at the Istanbul 
Motor Show in May 2015 and its presentation 
to the international press last November, the 
FIAT Tipo has collected the prestigious Au¬ 
tobest "Best Buy Car 2016" award, chosen by 
a jury of 26 international journalists. 

The all-new FIAT Tipo goes on sale in the UK 
in September in hatchback and station wagon 
body styles.

The three life-saving questions that new car buyers must ask 


FOUR major automotive names will join 
forces at the London Motor Show as part 
of the Global NCAP #STOPTHECRASH 
partnership to ensure that consumers 
considering buying a new car know the 
life-saving questions they must ask their 
dealer before making their choice, namely: 

1. What Euro NCAP test rating does this 
car have? 

2.1s Autonomous Emergency Braking 
(AEB) fitted to this car - and is 
it standard? 

3. What else should I do to maximise the 


safety protection offered by this car? 

By providing visitors to the show with 
these three key questions the partner¬ 
ship consisting of Thatcham Research, 
Bosch, Continental and ZF TRW hope to 
help reduce the annual UK toll of 100,000 
rear end crashes and to make certain that 
consumers ensure the highest level of 
safety on their next car. 

The evidence in favour of AEB is un¬ 
equivocal. A report released by Euro NCAP 
in 2015 found that Autonomous Brak- 
ingsystems were responsible for a 38 per 


cent reduction in real-world rear-end 
crashes. Despite these statistics - and 
the fact that vehicle manufacturers have 
made good progress in making the tech¬ 
nology available - AEB is currently only 
standard fit on 17% of new cars currently 
on sale in the UK. 

“Autonomous Emergency Braking as 
standard should be the number one prior¬ 
ity for anyone choosing a new car,” stated 
David Ward, Secretary-General of the 
Global New Car Assessment Programme 
(Global NCAP). “The technology is already 
available in one form or another from al¬ 
most every car manufacturer and in the 
absence of legislation to make it manda¬ 
tory, we are encouraging consumers to 
use theirpower of choiceto ensure that 
every new car comingonto the road has 
this life-saving feature fitted." 

Demonstrations showing the safety ad¬ 
vantage provided by Autonomous Emer¬ 
gency Braking (AEB) will run throughout 
the show and visitors to the #STOPTHE- 
CRASFI stand will be able to check which 
new cars have AEB as standard using an 
online resource that is hosted on the 


Thatcham Research website 
www.thatcham.org/aeb-fitment this is 
regularly updated to reflect improve¬ 
ments in safety specification. 

Tyres: the only point of contact 
between vehicles and the road 

Tyre safety will also be highlighted, with 
representatives from Continental on hand 
to demonstrate the effect that low tread 
depth can have. The UK legal limit for tread 
depth is 1.6mm, yet tests show tyres only 
perform at 55% efficiency with this 
amount of wear. 

Continental recommends replacing 
tyres when tread depth reaches 3mm as 
a responsible compromise between 
safety, economics and driver confidence, 
and is focused on educating drivers on the 
reasons why this is important: research* 
indicates that 40 per cent of drivers have 
never checked the tread of their tyres, 
choosing instead to wait for a service, 
while 20 per cent admit that they do not 
even know how to carry out a tyre check. 

“Research shows that three quarters of 
all collisions occur at speeds under 20 
mph," commented David Ward. “Even the 


most basic AEB system in conjunction 
with sensible tyre safety could prevent 
the vast majority of these incidents." 

Helping Consumers to Understand 
Safety Features and Make the 
Right Choices 

A recent survey** indicated that drivers 
are more likely to pay extra for satellite 
navigation and digital radio than they are 
to invest in safety features, a situation 
that #STOPTHECRASH believes has to 
changeas a part of the move toward- 
shigher standards of road safety. 

“Less than half of consumers are ticking 
the option box on safety features, which 
means a significant opportunity to save 
lives is being missed," said Ward. “While the 
simplest way to increase uptake of safety 
technologies such as AEB is to make them 
standard on all new cars, better and more 
widely available information about how 
they work and the benefits they provide is 
the key to changing drivers’ attitudes and 
we believe that vehicle manufacturers and 
automotive retailers have a vital shared 
role to play in this respect."
